Valedictorian 


I am honored to have been chosen 
to make this speech. It is with great 
humility and great difficulty that I 
will try to make a satisfactory fare- 
well to three years of school in the 
next three minutes. Our graduation 
tonight is the culmination of twelve 
years spent in schools, and it gives us 
a chance to philosophize and to ask 
ourselves what role we will play in 
the future of this world. 

Graduation represents our tran- 
sition from adolescence to adult- 
hood. And, after twelve eternal 
years of school, a diploma is a prize 
to be treasured. 

All our lives, we have been sub- 
jected to authority in its various 
forms, at home and at school, by 
parents and by teachers. Our 
consciences have been shielded by 
our obedience to these authorities. 
The bulk of the decisions we have 
had to make for ourselves -- so far -- 
have had little impact on others, or 
on the world as a whole. But the 
time is fast approaching when we 
will be the new authorities. We will 
inhabit the future we choose to 
create: be it a Utopia or a Police 
State. 

It is up to us to claim the future 
for ourselves, as individuals, for 
what is the fate of the world if not 
the collective future of all the indivi- 
duals in the world. Each of us is im- 
portant to the future of this planet. 
But, unlike Math assignments or 
English essays, this responsibility 
that comes with adulthood cannot be 
forced upon us. Individual freedom 
means that there will always remain 
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those alternatives in life that lead, 
variously, to a dead-end job, or to an 
unhappy marriage, or to the Betty 
Ford Center. 

Our education, especially the last 
three years of it, has equipped us 
with the tools necessary to accept 
our responsibilities and to cope ef- 
fectively with the challenge of the 
future. We live in a complex world 
of experts and specialists. This is 
why we require an academic edu- 
cation. But the personal talents and 
skills of individuals are not enough 
to hold society together. Without in- 
terpersonal social skills and 
cooperation, society would fall 
apart. Here, in high school, we have 
been allied in our struggle to get out 
of high school. By allowing us to 
work toward this common end, 
school has taught us this essential 
sense of comeradery, not just aca- 
demic knowledge. 

Regardless of what the future 
holds for us as individuals, whether 
it be homemaking, further edu- 
cation, or direct entry into the work- 
force, each of us makes a commit- 
ment to the future -- just by living. 
The world is made up of individuals, 
and if each works towards his or her 
goals with the passion that springs 
from personal belief, dedication, 
and commitment, then the future 
will be the best it can be. 

We will walk the thin line between 
commitment and fanaticism, be- 
tween faith and skepticism, and he- 
tween idealism and pragmatism. 

We will recover from the myth 
that “learning” is something that 
comes in four basic flavors: English, 
Math, Social Studies, and Science; 
that it can only be doled out in 
special buildings called schools; and 


even then, only between the hours of 
8 a.m. and 3 p.m. 

We will never be afraid to chal- 
lenge stereotypes or dogmatism, no 
matter how generally accepted they 
may be. 

We will never fear failure or per- 
sonal risk-taking, because we know 
we can learn more from a single mis- 
take than we would from a thousand 
lucky guesses. 

We will welcome the opportunity 
to understand the past, and will 
show our appreciation of the hind- 
sight this gives us by learning from 
the mistakes of ourselves and others. 

Instead of saying, ‘“‘we will not be 
apathetic” or ‘‘we will care”, we will 
say “I am not apathetic. I care.”’ 

So, to paraphrase Churchill, this 
is not the beginning of the end, but, 
perhaps, it is the end of the begin- 
ning. 

Finally, there is a quote that elo- 
quently embodies all I have tried to 
say: 

“In the years ahead, in all our 
endeavours, let us keep the cons- 
ciousness of our responsibility to 
others foremost in our thoughts, 
convinced that we came from some- 
where, and that we are going some- 
place; that we must make our time 
here on earth an exciting and worth- 
while adventure; that as others pros- 
per, we prosper: for the fortunes of 
mankind always have and always 
will be interwoven.”’
